Don't pick out some hyprocrite to 
measure yourself by. If you really 
want to measure yourself measure by 
Jesus Christ Himself.

Some men let their wives look after 
he religion of the family. Your wife 
an attend to some things for you, but 
ou will have to attend to your own 
alvation or go to Hell.
